A plan to secure the sentiments of 
college students as to the Treaty of 
Peace apd its adoption has been tent to 
Tng Hatchet by the editors of the^ 
Harvard Crimson, Daily Princeton and 
others. A vote to be held January 1^. 
is asked, and in concurrence Th8 
Hatchet will print a ballot form id' 
the issue of January' 8, which it is de-' 
.sired to 'have readers and students fill 
out and send to this office. The tabular 
results will be forwarded to the com- 
mittee. 

The plan in detail is stated as follows : 

We. the undersigned, have undertaken 
to promote a referendum of college 
sentiment of the country concerning the' 
peace treaty. It is realized that many 
colleges have held straw ballots on this 
subject, but the statements of the ques- 
tion have in most instances differed and 
afforded no opportunity to obtain an ac- 
curate and Comparative -expression of 
the intercollegiate point of view. The 
plan is that on January 13 every college 
and university in the country will be 
asked to take a vote of its faculty on the 
one hand and ^its student body on tjie 
other, in which each member oLthe col- 
lege community will be asked declare 
himself yes or no on — 

, Proposition I — I favor the ratification 
.of the league and treaty without aqiend- 
mentg.or reservations. 

Proposition II — ;I am opposed to the 
ratification, of the league and the trCaty 
in any form. 

Proposition 111 — 1 am in favor of the 
ratification <jf the treaty and the league, 
but only with the specific, reservations 
as voted by tile majority of the Senate. 

Proposition IV — I.laAor

— The George 
Washington University Dental School 
has been admitted to full membership 
in the National Association of Dental 
Faculties, which recently held its annual 
meeting in New Orleans. Dr. Cafl J. 
Mess, Dean of the vDental ' School, at- 
tended the meeting. 

The George Washington University 
Hospital will inaugurate a . special six i 
months' course in practical nursing next | 
month, in' an effort to help meet the t 
serious shortage of nurses in and ' near i 
Washington. Women between the ages' 
of 18 and 40 will be eligible, provided 
.they are in good health. Board, room, 
and laundry will be provided free. The 
course will cover the n rudimentary prin- 
ciples of nursing, and will prepare pu- 
pils to qualify as attendants to the sick. 
•If* at the end of the course, one 
wishes to continue training in the reg- 
ular three years’, cour.se for professional! 
nurses, full time and credit will be given , 
ajnd an adjustment will be made, pro - 1 
vided the applicant is educationally pre- 
pared and physically fit. The remun- i 
eration which would accrue to a regular | 
training school nurse for six months i 
will be paid ohe'transferring to the three 
ydafs’ course- at the close of the first, 
year. ' 

"Never have nurses been in greater 
demand than at present," says John B. 
Copping, superintendent of the hospital. | 
“Whereas they used to be regarded as 
luxuries, 4hey now are recognized as 
necessities of modern life. Nurses are 
paid $30 and $33 a week, and jobs 3ire 
going begging."

Most of the University Alchemists 
will confine their efforts to a study of 
the theoretical aspects of transmutation 
without conducting any actual experi- 
ments. Several of the students, how- 
ever, led by Herbert N. Shinfiick, for- 
mer officer oi the society, have indicated 
that they may actually eitperiment to 
find a method or making the transmuta- 
tion dream a reality. 

If the experiments are conducted. 
Radium Alpha rays will be used in an 
effort to disrupt atoms of such elements 
as, pouibly, bismuth or lead. 

Dr. Charles Edward Munroe, inventor 
of smokeless powder, is an honorary 
I member of the society.
